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THE STAGE LADIES MAID. 

The explorer of human nature, who 
digs in the drama as a mine in which 
character may be discovered, will fre- 
quently turn up a quantity of material 
that he will find much difficulty in ac- 
counting for. To pursue the simile, oi the 
mine, there cannot, perhaps be a more ex- 
traordinary spadefuil than that very 
singular lump of clay whose denominator 
forms the jtitle to the present article. 
Though all the world is generally admit- 
ted to be a stage, it is fortunate that all 
ladies maids in the world are not stage 
ladies maids, for if they were they would be 
an end to all domestic discipline in every 
house where a ladies maid might . happen 
toforma part of the establishment. A 
most striking peculiarity in the position of 
the ladies maid is the ascendency she im- 
mediately gains over every one in the house 
she happens to have got admission into. 
The only person she condescends to pa- 
ronize is her young mistress, whom, how- 
ever, she never assists in any thing but a 
love affair, but that even is beneath her 
notice unless it is clandestine, and termi- 
nates in an elopement, which she _ insists 
on having the entire managementof. She 
permits no scruples of delicacy or propriety 
on the part of her young lady, who, by- 
the-by, seldom expresses any stronger 
sentiment of self respect than such as may 
be implied in the words, “ really, Betty, 
1 tremble at the step I am about to take,” 
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when the ingenious interrogatory of “ lor 
Miss, what’s the use?” from the stage 
ladies maid, at once removes any feeling 
of compunction by which the stage young 
lady may for a moment have been influenced 
There is generally astraggle going on in 
the mind of the latter between duty and 
affection, when the casting vote is deman- 
ded from the stage ladies maid, who back 
calls duty at once, and gives a plumper 
for disobedience. The stage ladies maid 
nevertheless receives bribes from the re- 
presentative of duty interests, namely the 
heavy man who receives 30s. a week for 
doing the respectable utility, and talks of 
having just dined with the minister, 
while, however, she gains a knowledge of 
the heavy man’s plans, and accepts from 
him at every interview a heavy purse filled 
with gallery checks, asa reward for her 
exertions in his behalf, the stage ladies 
maid is hurrying her young mstress to rush 
into the threadbare arms of a halfpay 
captain, who makes Jove to her by whistling 
up at the window, following her into the 
park, kissing her maid, and practising other 
little arts, which military men on the 
stage are ordinarily addicted to perhaps, 
however the most curious portion of the 
stage ladies maids conduct is her treatment, 
of the master of the house, whom she keeps 
in a state of continual subjection, by an 
uninterrupted course of insult and violence. 
She ordinarily addresses him as an old 
“humb,” shakes her fist in his face, 
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thrusts his hat and cane into his haad all 
the while pushing him towards the door, 
when she ios any purpose to serve by get- 
ting rid of him, if he begins to talk, she 
talks him down, so that he can only splutter 
and say, “ when” but he never thinks of 
giving her a month’s warning, or paying 
her wages and sending her about her 
business, The stage ladies maid never 
thinks of leaving the drawing room when 
visitors are present, but often remains fin 
it alone, to sing a song with swiss varia- 
tions, which must be heard all over the 
house, to the great disturbance of the 
family. 1n dress she always excels her 


* mistress, and frequently wears very thin 


white muslin, over pink tins, and an 
apron with pockets of very recherche em- 
broidery. In conclusion she generally 
marries somebody because “ she don’t see 
why she shouldn’t doas her mistress does,” 
and she sometimes unites herself to a low 
comic countryman, whom she has been 
snubing all through the piece, but who, 
when he has a chance of being accepted, 
looks like agreat fool and says “ well I 
doant, know thou beest woundy pretty,” 
which is at once clutched at as an offer of 
marriage by the stage ladies maid, who 
sings a couplet, or speaks a “tag”, makes 
a curtsey before the fall of the curtain,and 
retires to her dressing room, without 
saying a word to, or taking the slightest 
notice of, the low comic countryman whom 
she has just promised to share the remain- 
der of her existence with.

Mrs, Mal- 
colm did the little part of Margaret and 
made itas prominent as the character 
would allow, while Miss H. Love kept up 
the comic scenes with Mowbray, who 
wasthe Tom Tinkle, in a very spirited 
manner; the scene where the money is 
discovered in the uncle’s old waistcoat, was 
the height of comic acting, and produced 
genuine applause. Mr. B. Palmer, as 
Black Ralph acquitted himself in a praise- 
worthy manner, both in his make up and 
acting. Mr. James, as Linwood took 
great pains and was well suited for the 
noble minded lover, but we thought’ he 
was dressed rather too well for a wander- 
ing and disappointed wrecker. go. fy 
make up was well studied, and a part he 
made very amusing; his drunken scene 
on the road was capital, but he spoke 
rather too distinct for a man’in sucha situ- 
ation. Mr. Dudley did all that the charac- 
ter would allow as Norris, and the piece 





was favourably received at the con- 
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clusion. The sketch the Manager in Dis- 
tress was capitally played. The Irishman 
in the Pit, by Mr. How, addressing the 
Mamager told wellupon the audience his 
brogue style and manner being excellent he 
will do well to repeat such line of charac- 
ters. Blakeley’s address from a private 
box told well, and Mrs. Newberrys re- 
marks on the part of the ladies from the 
dress circletook the audience by surprise 
and gained universal applause. The con- 
cluding farce ‘A Day in Paris’ introduced 
the celebrated actress Miss P. Warde in 
four characters, all totally different, show- 
ing a versatile talent few actresses can 
boast of at the present day; the first a 
French artiste, being no other than a 
female hairdresser who comes in disguise 
to shave her lover, is highly interesting 
and amusing both as regards the character 
and manner it is carried out ; the dress is 
very pretty and becomes the young laily 
extremely well ; she is well versed in the 
French language and speaks it very 
fluently with an unusual excellent accent ; 
her manner of sharpening the razor caused 
the risible muscles of the audience to be 
putin motion to the extent of their power. 
The next character, that of an upstart 


tiger was also very good ; the young 


and bounceable officer was smart an 
lively, and when she assumes he? own 
attire she looks ladylike and charming; 
she is very clever and would amuse tke 
most enlightened audience. Mr. Mow- 
bray as the Footman and Mr. Winchester 
as ©. Wyndham kept up the steam 
so as to give the young lady good time to 
change herdresses. The piece met with 
immense applause throughout. Mr. Mow- 
bray addressed tne audience, thanking 
them for their patronage and stated that 
the finances of the theatre were in a pros- 
perous condition. 


Stranp.—This week there have been 
much variety.

Douglas Jerold’s Rent Day 
followed which was played in a most 
careless and slovenly manner. Mr. A. 
Welfare’s Silver Jack was'a judicious and 
clever piece of acting ; we should like to 
see this gentleman again under more favor- 
able circumstances. Mr. Edward’s Bull- 
frog and Mr. Thompson’s Hyssop would 
have done them credit had they have been 
up in their parts. The other characters 
were most miserably sustained.

respectable position on the English boards 
to a grevious fault, many are guilty of; I 
allude to the extreme indifference they 
evince in the cultivation of several indis- 
pensible though easily attained accomplish- 
ments, which on their entree in a regular 
theatre they will find of the utmost impor- 
tance. Messrs. Smith, Brown, and Robinson 
are apt to place to much faith and reliance 
on the utmostof “genius” they imagine 
they possess, and to fancy they require 
little or no preparation previous to be- 
coming professional exponents of an art 
which however simple it may appear to 
the inexperienced, is one of the most 
difficultin the world. Let such persons 
be assured that they labour under a very 
great mistake; however large the amount 
of talent a man posseses, no matter how 
extensive his capabilities and excellent his 
conception of character, it is the work of 
years of close application and intense 
study, all the world will acknowledge his 
merit, and stamp him with the name ofa 
genuine actor. An instance of this tardy 
acknowledgement of real talent occured a 
week or two since, when the critic of the 
times speaking of Mr. Barrett of Sadler's 
Wells observed that he was “an actor 
where merithad justbegan to be appre- 
ciated” a pleasing reflection this fora 
man who has been toiling in the profession 
nearly the whole of his existence, and 
whose life is falling “into the sear and 
yellow leaf” but though I could adduce 
countless instances similar to the above, it 
will be, E think scarcely nescessary, the 
one given sufficiently exemplifying my 
meaning. What I wish to impress upon 
the minds of all dramatic aspirants is the 
necessity of paying the closest attention to 
such things as elocution, dancing, fencing, 


of all these accomplishments a man can 
never be a perfect actor. No person not 
an elocutionist can even take a high degree 
in the profession, while a vast number of 
actors are excluded from playing many 
characters on account of their ignorance, 
of the other arts Ihave mentioned, each 
and all of which can be learnt at a very 
trifling expense, and once attained will be 
found ie me Next week I will with 
your permission give a few hints on other 
subjects affecting the interests and the 
welfare of histrionic amateurs.

PICKINGS PROM OUR LETTER Box 
Dear Sir.—As I know you are at all 
times willing to encourage elocutionary 
societies ; I beg to hand you an account 
of a performance, given by a society prac- 
tising 101, High Street, Hoxton. ‘Tho 
entertainment was given in the City-road 
Hall, 31st ult., and in spite of the adverse 
weather, a numerous audience attended. 
The programme included two or three 
scenes from sterling comedies, two recita- 
tions from the well known author and 
lecturer, Mr. H. Tyrrell, and a few songs 
by the director and elocution master, Mr. 

. Thomas and others, The first piece 
was a little comedy of Marriage which I 
did not see ; after which a scene from the 
Rivals, which was given with good effect. 
Mr. Poole who played is sincere in his 
acting, but his passion is more nervous 
than impressive; it lacks breadth, but 
this appears to result more from the want 
of practice than want of power. Mr, 
Henry Tyrrell gave Hood’s poem, the 
Song of the Shirt with such power, pathos 
and artistic embellishment as none could 
surpass ; his voice is cultivated, melodi- 
ous, and of great volume; he also gave 
the story of Luke the Labourer, in a mas- 
terly manner. Mr. Pringle played in the 
Bengal Tiger, the difficult character of 
Sir Paul Pagoda with tolerable effect; his 
acting was rich and racy, but his voice 
requires more care and modulation, Mr, 
Henry Thomas, the director, 1s an. exact 
elocutionist, but he lacks both feeling and
